LABOR IN THE PRILIPPINES.

The statement made by Governor Taft
that commercial Interests in the Philip-
ploes must ulthuaiely rely upon native
lnbor, although a temporary relaxation
of Immigration restrictions was possible,
is regarded at Washington as render
Ing probable an amendment by congress
extending the Ohinese exclusion law to
the Philippines. It Is sald that it will
e proposed to modify the law passed
ut the last sessjon of congress so as o
provide for a regulnted system of ad-
of Chinese as plantation

case, with proper sy=tems of ldentifica-
tlon and a condition that they shall
loave the Philippines after a certain
specified perfod of time.
The fact appears to be that the devel
opment of the lslands must be greatly
retarded If It s made to depend upon
native labor. This is the yvlew taken
by the American Chamber of Commerce
nt Manlla anod by employers of labor
generally In the Philippines. There s
the very best authority that the Fili
pino s uowllling to work and will do so
only under the most pressing conditions,
All the testimony of those who are
familiar with conditions In the islands
Is to this effect. A writer on the sub-
Ject says: “Hesources are here in abun-
dance—rich soll, wast (forests,. rare
woods. But workmen cannot be ob-
talned to develop them, The Aslaties
have never learned the Anglo-Saxon
lexgon of labor and thrift, The ldea of
tolling steadily elght or ten hours & day
in the hot sun just for the sake of dolng
something or getting ahead in life has
never occurred to them. * * * The
Chinese are industrious, frugal and per-
sistent, and the Malays and Spaniards
are not. The Fllipino cannot compete
with the bardy Celestinl whe works
twelve and fourteen hours a day, seven
days in the week. The white man can-
not work and the Malay will not, but
the Chinese both can and will. To for-
i him would be as fatal to the in-
dustrial life of the islands as was the
expulsion of the Moors from BSpaln.”
This writer says it s difficult to find
a sound reason for the exclusion of Chl-
nese from the Philippines. They cawe
to the Islands before either 8paniards or
Amerlcans, they are numerous and they
are settled In homes and long-estab-
lished business houses,
Practical considerations alone should
determine this guestion. If the indus-
trinl development of the Philippines,
vvhich is a matter of the first import-
arce, will be retarded by the exclusion
of Chinese labor, the law should be
aumended so 88 to admit that labor under
proper regulations. It Is easy to under-
stand that a polley which may be de-
sirable here will be utterly impractica-
ble in the Philippines, so far as labor
s concerned. The unguestionable fact
seems to be that white labor cannot
successfully be employed in the archi-
pelage and native labor cannot be de-
pended upon at present, though as Gov-
ernor Taft suggested it may be uiti-
mately. In the meantime the material
progress and prosperity of the fslands
requires the employment of Chinese la-
bor and this should be provided for un-
der sultable regulations,

THE PENNSYLVANIA CAMPAIGN,

The campaign In Pennsylvania pos-
sesses rather more Interest than usual
this year by reason of the labor dis-
turbance im that state and the demo-
erats are hopeful of success In spite of
the great republican majority to be
overcome, The danger that confronts
the republicans Is a large defection of
the labor vote. The orgunlzed rallroad
employes in the state, which number
08,000, are manifesting a disposition w
support the democratic ticket and there
apperrs to be good reason to expect
that a very conslderable number of
them will do 2o0. It is also highly prob-
able that many of the anthraclte coal
miners will glve thelr votes to the
democratic candidates, boping
thereby secure legislation more favora-
ble to their interests.
The situation, therefore, s such that
republican victory In Peunsylvania in
November cannot be confidently pre-
dicted, although the chances are some-
what in favor of the republican party.
The democratic gubernatorial candidate,
whoe has twice been governor of the
state, is unquestionably a popular man
and Is particularly strong with the
working classes. It is belleved that he
will commund the full demoeratic sup-
port and It s guite possible that he
will get a large number of republican
voters who are dissatisfied with the
present republican adminlstration and
the so-culled Quay machine, besldes
muny votes from the workiug classes.
Thus there s some warrant for regard-
ing Peonsylvunia as s doubtful state
this year.

LACK UF TRANSPURTATION FACILITIES

Bo great s buslness throughout the
country that the milroads are baving
tronble In securing enough motive
power o hanpdle it, and it is belleved,
says the Philadeiphia Press, that with
the expected Increase this sutumn and
winter many of the roads will be bham-
pered in delivering goods. Viee Presl-
dent McCren of the Peansylvauls com-
pany ls reported as saying that the rail-
roads have not epough wmotive power
to handle the business and that there
will be n further congestion of freight.
While all the rallroads bave been in-
creasing thelr motlve power there is
still an Inadequate supply, according to
this suthority, and the prospect l& thut
the needed motive power cannot be had
for some time.

What better evideuce thun this conld
be desired of the great activity of do-

mestic commerce and the general pros-
perity, for it is quite needless to say that
& busluess which overtaxes the motive
power of the mllroads of the country
means genoral prosperity. It s a situ-
ation as to which every citizen should
feel great satisfaction and the conting-
ance of which all should desire. The
conservative manufacturer and wer-
chant and the prodent workingmau
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cumstances counsel a radical change In
our fiscal pollicy whieh would inevitably
produce a revolution In the eonditions
which have given the country its excep-
tlonnl business and prosperity. The
great transportation Interests of (he
country were nover more fully taxed
than at present and the prospect Is that
during the pext few months the de-
mand upon them will be greater than
they can meet.

PULICE BUARD OUT oF POLITICS.

When the present police commission
was appointed by Governor Ravage It
was proclaimed with a grand flourish
of trumpets that a gignal victory had
been won for municipal reform. Not
only was Omaha to be given a general
housecleaning by the suppression of
gambling and vice, but the police and
fire departments ware to be divorced
from polities and managed om sirictly
business principlea. We ask in all can-
dor, Have these expectations been re-
allzed?

The spirit that permentes the Mercer-
Baldwin police commission was shown
at the very outset of Its career in the
degrndation of an old and tried police
captain to walk a beat as patrolman
witbhout charges of any kind to make
room for a politieal favorite and then
within two weeks promoting Llm to be
sergeant for long and faithful service
and cbedience to orders. These sgame po-
llee comimissioners had subscribed to an
official oath that “in making appoint-
ments or consldering promotions or re-
movals he will oot be guided or actu-
ated by political motives or Influences,
but will consider only the Interest of the
city and the success and effectivencss
of the department.”

Can it be true that the order to sup-
press all slot machines issued on one
day and revoked on the pext was a
transparent scheme to lmpose upon the
church-golng element of the community
and at the same time to put under obll-
gations the slot machine operators? All
the gurface indications convince us that
it 18 true.

Can It be true that parties authorized
to speak for the police commission made
overtures to Tom Dennlson to protect
him from police interference if he would
promise to throw his influence to Mer-
cer? We have good reason to belleve
that It is true.

Can It be true that one of the police
commissioners sought to bring pressure
through an Omaha brewer upon a mem-
ber of the republican county committee
to go back on the people who elected
him and vote in the committee with the
Mercer faction? We have the very best
of reasous to belleve that it is true.

Can it be true that the reform pollce
rommission digmissed o man fram the
fire department without charges Jjust
because his brother, as member of the
republican county committee, refused to
forawear his own convictions and sup-
port Mercer's scheme to capfure a re-
nomination by lawless primary regula-
tlons? We not only belleve this to be
true, but know it to be true.

Can it be true that notice has been
served upon one of the delegates to the
congressional convention elected from
Barpy county, under lustructions to sup-
port E. J. Cornish, that, unless he agrees
to repudiate his Instructions and turn
traitor to his constituents, a brother who
Is now a member of the Omaha police
force would soon be hunting another
Job? We have reliable lnformation that
this also Is true.

With such a record during the first six
weeks of Its career, what may we expect
when the political storm reaches its
belght?

President
Roosevelt does not husband his resources
In the least, nor waste any time io saying
what he has Lo say. He aprings alert
and vigorous to his place, and with mo
pauses for oratorical effect, barely walling
for the cheering to subaide, he strikes for
his polnt and hits it hard. His gestures
are simple and few, and for the most part
of the straight up and down, hammer and
anvil style, to matek his emphsatic, direct
manner. He leans well forward in his in-
terest, and his vigorous facial piay brings
out all the characteristics that bave been
muade familiar to the public by the cari-
caturists. Of eloquence he has hardly »
trace, and be eschows sonorous and pol-
ished phrases as he does elocutionary
tricks. To score a point, to give & sound
bit of practical advice, and all with o
waste of words, sums up bhis alm o this
a8 in bis other mioor speschen.

In
July the axpenditures exceeded receipls to
the axtent of about §7.000,000, but, of course,
the payments on bond interest and other
things in July always puta the ouigo in
that month up to an average which |s net
malotained through the resat of the year.
The outgo exceeds the income slightly in
the mgeregate for the two months, but
Beptember's excess will probably bring a
surplua for the first quarter of the fscal
yoar, and the chances aro that this margin
will keep on growing to the end of the year
on June 30 next,

Thisa favorable sbowlng of the govern-
ment's balance sheet s due to the general
prosperity which prevalls throughout the
eountry. Business {s especially active at
this time and the outlook for a proaperois
winter and spring trade {8 bright. The only
dark spot on the businesa horizon Is the
coal strike, but there are indications that
this s nearing {1a end. Under the treasury
system of bookkeeping thers was a decreass
in the public debt of $5,800,000 In Auguat.
The present cash balance in that depository
Is especinlly lurge. While the aweeping
away of the war taxes, which will account
for $70,000,000 or $75.,000,000 in the course
of the year, will prevent any large surplus
in the treasury, there can be no doubt that
